Hyat-ynen, and the plain- 
tif Vincent iso duly-qualitied salvor who 
had obtained a contract for tha oxclusive 
right-of salving it. ‘Tho defendant associa- 
tion ia an unincorporated campany carrying 
on the business of tug-boat owners and 
tho othor defendunts aru two -professional 
divors, The plaintiifs seck to recover the 
sum of $21,000, hb: 
valuo of scven boxes of traasure anlved by 
tho defondants from the wreck of the Lfwat- 
yuen, and which kum was retained by thont 
under a claim of salvage. 

‘The defendant - association, by their 
answer, in ad-tition to contesting the plain- 
till’ claim upon grounds similar to these 
taken up by the other defendants, contend 
that they were not liable by reason of their 
having only hired”out the tugboat with the 
aid of which the defendant divers offected 
the salvage, aul that consequently they 
Wore not principals but only servants of the 
divors in their operations, At the:hearing, 
however, 1 expressed a strong opinion that. 
this defence could not be guatained, and 
their Counsul practienlly abandoned it.

rendered, I may asy that I should have

substantial benefit haa-actually resulted to | 
them, I shall exercise my discretion os to 
coats, aud leave each party to bear their 
own. .
